In 1^\ according to the 2d auditor's re 
port, it had reached 192,470, showing an 
increase of only 10,222 in ei^ht yeais. In 
184it our voters numbered 108,600, accor- 
ding to the ratio of the apportionment of 
repieseniaiior . In 1848 ihey had increas- 
ed to 139,012, showing a gain in eight 
years exceeding 31,000. We have no an- 
nual enumeration of free persons as we 
have of slaves, except ot school children 
between ihe ages of o and ib\ In 1844 
our free white children Mween these ages 
numbered 160,834. In 1848 they reach- 
ed 183,458, showing a gain of 22,624 in 
four years These." acts prove that we are 
destined to follow the Sjilea of Delaware 
and Maryland, where ihe slave population 
is fast leceding and giving place lo freemen. 
When the advocates of slavery become dis 
satisfied with their own platform of prin- 
ciples, and when they uave destioyed ihe 
salutary operations of the act of 1833, 
when they have commenced the work of 
agitation by their own instability and the 
sudden destruction of the law restraining 
the imp .nation of slaves, it is our duty to 
speak. Indeed, my friends, those who think 
as 1 do are bound to speak in self defence. 
\\ are eonsuinlly inisrepieaenied. \^ 
are t narged with designs and opinions to 
which we are totally opposed. There is, 1 
have no doubt, some iniemional rrisrepre 
seniation with a view to render our positions 
odious with uninloruiec and piejrdiced i>er. 
sons. But should our adversaries win a 
triumph by such unwoni.y meai.s, it would 
be of short duianon. He who is deceived 
by the trick, is always disgusted with the 
l MS, and loathea ihe deceiver. A- 
examples of the muvxepreeeniaiioris of our 
views, I need only mention the efforts which 
some persons make to identify us with the 
abolitionists r.f the Philip* and Garrison, 
Abby Kelly ami Luctetia Molt ordei; and 
the not less absurd charge that we intend to 
deprive owners of their slave properly with- 
out making compensation. 

What is that northern abolition imputed 
to Ml It is, lhat ne^ro slaves should be 
forthwith liberated; vea'.ed with equal, civil, 



some familiar cases and we shall h ee how 
the law secures ihe services of one human 
being to the use of anqiher, snd by so do- 
ing creates a property? in the service, or, 
which is the same thing, in the man who 
is to perform the service. And aa we ex- 
amine these cafes we shall GuJ that some 
of them giow out of contract* voluntarily 
enteted into (and these might be denomi- 
nated voluntary slavery but far ihe odious 
nesa of the term); while others grow oul of 
the action of ihe government and are forced 
• ipon the person subject to such action irre- 
spectjve of his volition. 

The relation between father and child is 
ihe fiisi iu which 1 will cell your atten- 
siou. Vhe law gives the fsiher the legal 
right to i^olrol his son until he is twenty, 
one years oVi, and to appropriate his labor 
to ihe of ihr father. Why this, until 
the child anive» at tteentj-one and no 
longer' Natural 'mtU* would decide that 
every child should be free, when bv his 
services he has paidai^milier for his care, 
trouble, and expense of raising and edu- 
cating, at d when the child is so mature in 
judgment as lo be capable of acting dis- 
creetly for himself. The father's trooble 
and expense vary "atcording to circum- 
stances. A finished classical education 
cannot be acquired b* th<* son before he ar- 
rives at twenty-one years af age, unless he 
be endowed with exlraoalinaiy abilities. 
If the youth is kept at college during his 
minority he pays in services nothing to 
compensate his fsther. If he be put to 
work he may remune-ate the father by the 
time he is nineteen or twenty and may then 
be sufficiently mat are in judgment loaci for 
himself. Yet the ,nw is arbitrary. It 
makes no allowance for these varying cir- 
curnsiancea. The child is free at twenty 
one. Fastidious can might take offence 
were I to rail tne crild a slave un il he 
reached the age when the control of the 
father ceased accordiig to law. But I de 
fy human ingenuity t# distinguish and point 
out a difference in the nature of the power 
conferred by law ii|«n the parent to hold 
his child in service ant il he is twenty-one 
und thaprhich is conferred on ihs master 
t j hoM a negro slavt for life, and the right 
in I >oth cases to appropriate the service of 
the child and of lh* slave to the use of the 
MjMjf and master ii identical. All of ii 
depends upon po.iitire law, induced by the 
policy of the government, and the law may 
co-operate with or run counter to natural 
uslice and right as circumstances vsry. In 
-.his case the child it (he involuntary ( I will 
uoi say slave) senu.t of his father and 
made so by law. 

The husband hat the legal right to con- 
trol his wife in maty things. The master 
h»s BO right to control his slave in every- 
ihing. The husband has the legal right to 



the constitutions and laws "adopted and 
enacted by men. This is the foundation 
of the notion that men cannot hold a prop- 
erty in men. Ii is an enthusiastic error. — 
Sober, matter-of faci reasoning finds proper 
ly whenever and in whatsoever organised 
governments, cepable of executing thcii 
mandates, declare it shall exist. Our State 
and our parent State have declared that there 
may be and is a property in negroes. The 
power of government has created that prop- 
erty, io violation of the natural rights o' 
the negro, 1 admit, but, having done so, ii 
would be a fraudulent act on the part of ike 
government toward its citizens, to deprive 
them without compensation, of rights which 
have been enforced for two hundred years. 
The government has encouraged her citi- 
zens io vest iheir capital in slave property 
by assurances of protection, given in the 
constitution under which we now live. To 
violate the pledge in the Constitution about 
to be funned, would be an set of bad faith. 
The Briii»h fovermnent haa paid million* 
of dollars ($100,000,000, I belfree) to 
compensate the owners of man omit ted 
slaves. Kven the Mexican government, in 
abolishing slavery, promised compensation, 
to the owners of the slaves. I never could 
consent lo treat our slaveholders worse than 
England and Mexico treated theirt. As the 
law tolerates the citizen in vesting bis cap 
iial in the purchase of slave property, 1 
think the law should, out of fidelity and 
consistency to itself, guarantee the enjoy 
ment of the property purchased, just as 
much as if it were a house or tract of land 
instead of a slave. I would not break up 
a menagerie of skunks, if created accord- 
ing to law, without making compensation 
to ita owner. 

Are we then to incur a debt of some six- 
ty or seventy millions in order to rid the 
State of slavery' By no means. How. 
then, is slavery to be exterminated and the 
black and white lacea separated? I ana-

Popes ol Rome have, I believe, arrogated 
BMboriiy io dispose of heathen savage M> 
lions and iheir people, according io ihe 
pleature of Hit Holiness. But the people 
lout given and granted to a master have 
never recognized ihe nghl of the Pope.— 
From the impossibility of establishing a tri- 
bunal among men and nations clothed with 
authority io decide who MsH be masters 
and who slaves, and to secure acquiescence 
and submission to the awards of such tribu 
nal, it is manifest that there can be no har- 
mony, no general understanding by which 
i people of the earth can be torown into 
a, of masters on the one side and 
on ihe oilier and made to sustain 
such relations to each olher, without vio 
lence. A state of slavery is, therefore, no 
thing short of a stale of hostility 
opposing phalanxes, where one 

seeks for an opportunity to regain iu origi- 
nal poeiuon. It is impossible to recon- 
cile the slave snd leach him to love his con- 
dition 

The constitution and laws of the United 
States indicate e strong national sentiment 
against slavery in iu origin. Our revolu- 
tionary fathers, in framing the Federal Con- 
atituiion, vested Congress with power to 
prohibit the importation of slaves from the 
1st of January, 1808. This constitutional 
provision was carried into effect by an act 
•pproved 2d March. 1807. This act for- 
felted to the United Slates all veasela fitted 
oul for the purpose of engnging in the 
alave trade, and imposed a fine of 920,000 
upon the individual who ahould engage in 
fitting oul any such vessel It also impos- 
ed a fine of not leas than * 1 ,000 nor more 
than 110,000, and imprisonment not leas 
than five nor more than ten years, for ta- 
king on board any vessel so fitted out a ne- 



in a Inch man by nature is entitled, if 
tri- doctrine be tiue, that the intelligent, 
powerful and virtuous, may rightfully en. 
alave ihe looli'-h, the weak, and the vicicu-* 
for then' improvement In my judgment, 
lb - direct tendsncv of such ■ doctrine is 
subversion of those fundamenial pr n 
ciples of human liberty heretofore held ta- 
cred as the very basis of our republicm in- 
stitutions. If 1 could be induced ai all to 
yield to this doctrine cf the right to enslove 
for the purpose of improving, it would be 
with the qualification that, as soon ;is he 
barbarian of the desert had been civilised, 
and ctiiistianised in the school of slavery, 
and had paid by his labor a reasons ale 
compensat ion io his benevoleut and Chris 
lian master for the tuition, then he shojld 
be peimiiied to resume the free exeicisuof 
all his improved faculties and regenersted 
nature. Thia qualification is no part of the 
doctrine. On the c ontrary, if 1 undeistand 
the pro-slavery creed, it is thai the benefits 
ferred upon the race enslaved are so *tu 
dous and magnificent that they are bu 
poorly requited by per 
eration after generation! 

But 1 am wasting time and words. In 
this age of the world and in this country,

so enlightened in regard to the natural right: 
of all mankind, it would be impossible to 
establish die inot.tution of slavery, were il 
now fot the first time proposed. The audi- 
tion is not, shall we make slaves? Bui it is, 
what are we to do with slaves born and 
raised and accustomed to their degraded 
condition' These are very di 
tions. 

After yeais of patient observation and 
consideration, 1 have become thoroughly 
convinced that slavery as it 
us is prejudicial to the general happiness 
and intereat of ihe people, injurious to our 
children, dangerous to our country, and im- 
moral in i'-s tendencies. 1 look upon it as 
an evil not. U-yoml remedy; and therefore I 
am not willing to fold my arms aid let it, 
cancer-like, run ils course to consume its 
victim without a struggle to arreal it. — 
Hence, aa we are to construct a new Gov. 
ernment, I think 1 owe it to my country, to 
my children, and myself to insist upon some 
' conaiiiutional provision which shall point to 
its ultimate termination. For doing this 1 
am to be denounced as an agitator, one who 
embroils society and stira up atrife. The 
political ocean is already white with foam. 
My object is to pour oil upon the troubled 
waters. I believe from thit day forth there 
can be no calm t mil it is settled that slave- 
ry is not to exist forever in Kentucky. 

If I am not mistaken in tbe signs of the 
times, the advocates for the perpetuation of 
slavery mean to accomplish their design 
snd give permanency to tlis institution in 
the new constitution. So far aa I under- 
aland the published platform of a ijortion of 
the pro-slavery party, they putfortlHhe idea 
to the people the* the constitutional provu*.

The contract is indissoluble 
by the set of the MsMaa The law csn 
only dissolve it Here the law, in violation 
of natural righ 1 , which allows conuacuio 
be made and annulled at the pleasure of 
the contracting parties regulates the mar 
riage relation, and forces loose who enter 
into it to continue in it and le iu servauts. 

The law causes an orphan to be bound 
to a master for a term of years, ngainst the 
will of the onhan, and gives the master 
the right to control the jerson and appio- 
priau- the seivices lo his own use. The 
Isw causes a vagrant to be arrested and 
sold, and gives the purchaser a right io con- 
trol ihe persci and approprisie the seivi. es 
to his ou n use. In the first ol these cases, 
the servitude is involuntary and forced upon 
the subject of it without crime on his part 
In the other case, it is also involuntary, but 
imposed to cure ihe disease and crime of 
idleness. 

All governmenu impose upon their citi- 
zens, service, servitude, or slavery, the 
Stale being master, just as its wants and 
necessities require. The work or duty re- 
quired is enforced by fines, by imprison- 
ment, by stripes, or by death, just as the 
appiopriate ami authorised agents of the 
Slate determine to tie expedient. Theciti- 
/.en is requiied M work upon a street or 
highway and [in: it in good order. He is 
not S 'ized and marched oul at the point of 
the bavonei, and forced to do the work, 
but he it fined for the failure.

The hire of a healihy 
negro man and girl ol seventeen or eighteen, 
one year, will take both to Liberia and 
maintain them until they can provide for 
themselves. These facU, of undenia) le 
tiuth. establish the practicability of coloni- 
sation beyond controversy. 1 do not in- 
tend to ssy that it is practicable to send the 
whole slave population of Kentucky to Af- 
iic i in a body. I admit they cannot be 
msrehed off, as were'lh* Cherokee Indiana, 
to their new home. No such movement 
has evei entered the mind of any philan- 
thropist. To make the plan successful, 
einigiaiion must increase with tne strength 
and growth of the settlemenu in Africa. — 
Instead of sending out decrepit old age and 
helpless infancy io buiiuen the colony, we 
should only send young men and women. 
By sending young women as they

'.hrown together without government, 
may exercise this natural right derived from be so 
God as his reason and judgment shall re 
quire. But as soon as government is form 
ed, whether it be done by arbitrary power 
or by the assent of the governed, this natu 
ral right of self-defence and self-redress may 
be taken away by the act of the govern 
ment and legal rights substituted in place 
of it. The civil codes w th which I am 
acquainted allow Uie right of self-defence to 
remain nearly as perfect as it exists by na- 
ture. But the natural right of self-redress 
is almost invariably superseded by a civil 
remedy. Thus tbe regulations and inatitu 
tiona of men may, and often do, put down 
and suppress the rights which God hath 
given to his creatures. Indeed, it has grown 
into a maxim that when we enter the social 
atate or submit to a government we surren- 
der a paitof^ur natural righu tbe better lo 
secure those we retain. Should any indi- 
vidual refuse io make Uie surrender volun- 
tarily, be ia conatrained by force to give up, 
in wholo or part, just as many of his natu- 
ral righu as the laws of the society or gov. 
ernment under which he lives requires. — 
Whether the surrender be voluntary or com- 
pulsory, does not effect the power which 
the government mav exercise when it has 
benn established. Can governments, then, 
in violation of natural justice, create a pro- 
pei ty .n a human being? 1 answer affirm 
eiively. But what ia mwnt by property in 
rutin? Nothing more than tbe legal author 



dience of orders. After being forced into 
the ranks, he may reluctantly obey orders 
ano sat is ska ._ r m |nr«rnhed. but should he 
do it, it is a suong case of involuntary ser- 
vitude or slavery — not by way of punish* 
it for crime, unless want of patriotism 
t regarded and identified with felony. 
A soldier or sailor voluntarily enlists. He 
may thereby incur for a Urm of years or 
for life, a servitude far more severe and in- 
tolerable than that imposed upon the negro 
slave. It depends upon the law and the 
contract he makes under il. He may sub- 
ject himself M loss of wages, to imprison- 
ment, to flogging, and loss of life in caw 
he di.-obeys otders or fails to cbcharge the 
duties required by law. There cannot be 
a slavery more severe than the military and 
naval service of some countriei, the ranks 
being often filled by impressment instead 
of contract. The penitentiaries of all our 
States are the receptacles of slsvea — those 
who have been made slaves for a term of 
years or for life as a punishment for crimes. 
Now the difference is this. Where service, 
servitude, or slavery, (I care not whattnrm 
is used to signify the thing) is voluntarily 
contracted or imposed by way of punish- 
, or imposed for the manifest

Thia ia doubtlea* a wild apeculation, yet ihe

Ilia known lhat under the Iawa of 1T94 and 1815

The letter from the Governor of 
Beirout was forthwith piesenled to the old 
Governor at the castle; and so well did the 
Lieutenant urge his case, that in a .short 
time four well mounted soldiers, accompan- 
ied by the guide with refreshments, and a 
note for the tailors, were scouring the conn 
try in search of them. Meantime Lieateu- 
ant Molyneux rode over to Jerusalem, 
where, in company with ihe consul, he Ma> 
tad the Paaha, and obtained from hini let- 
ten to two oiber pashas, direciiutf theui to 
•end out men to the aearch, besides tei. sol- 
diers to assist the officer in his own explora- 
tion, and accompany him afterwards w the 
Dead Ses. On returning 10 Jericho, the 
boat waa found to have arrived; acd the 
next day the dialiict of country in which 
ihe outrage occurred was diligently explor- 
ed, but without obtaining any tidings cf the 
aliasing unfortunates; a reault which, despite 
a hope that ihe men might have succeeded 
in teaching the coast, threw the Lieutenant 
into 'a defcponding aud gloomy mood.' 

He determined, however, on accomplish 
ing, if poaaible, the grand object of the ex 
pedition; and the agha (leader of he sol- 
diers) was requested to be in readiness with 
his men the following morning. 'At last,' 
pursues the Lieutenant, 'we reached the 
mouth of the river, where 1 waa glad tc find 
the boat floating on the sluggish waters of 
the Dead Sea. W« had greut difficulty in 
getting anywhere near the shore, on account 
of die marshy nature of the ground, several 
horses and mules having sunk up to their 
bodies in me mud; but at length we pitched 
the tent on a small patch of sound but

So tortuous, 
tuo. wes the river, that, an we are lold, 'it 
would be impossible to give any account of 
1 anou* turnings;' and tte leader was 
obliged to ride continually between the boat 
.1 the baggage, 10 as eriain the relative 
potition of eaca; a railway whistle aMM 
tie iad w n h> .i ptovsd very useful in ma. 
k rg ^ignal8. The eipedition, indeed, 'wa- 
.ost like mov it.g an array in an enemy'* 
country — not ordy looking out for position* 
where we coul ! not be token bv surprise, 
but anxiously looking out i<lso for supply, 
tng our comn.iaaaiiat.' With the thertnom. 
MM rang.ng from 83 to 1 10 degrees, this 
was no enviahle taak. 

On t: e 30th of 'he month, it having been 
MMl imp aaible to satisfv the exorbitant 
im ends of the Arabs. Lieut. Molyneux 
determined on proceeding without so eacort. 
anc a. tei tne place of rendezvous w h 
r arhed by the mounted party, continues: 
' We, as uaual, .--Luck Toby's spear in the 
ground, win the ensign flying on it, aa a 
< gn 1 for ihe I oat to bring up, intending to 
pi .reed as eoou aa ahe arrived. The laet 
nme I t sd seen her was fron the top of the 
*.e»iern cliffs; she wao then nearly abreart 
of us; and notwithstanding ibe winding* of 
1 he river, as ihe water was good, and aa 
aM had four men to pull and one to steer 
(Giant, Ly-comb, Winter, with the guide 
*e had bro ght from Tiberias, and the man 
e ha 4 engaged by the road.) I expected 
Ml rrival in about an hour.' Tbe boat, 
iowever, did not ai live; and the Lieutenant 
becoming a. xiuua. sent oui scouts to look 
for her, but they returned unsuccessful.— • 
V?esntime he lied taken up a secure posi- 
tion with hia party, and eventually deter 
mined on going in search of the missing 
crew himself; but being ignorant of the 
languag.', Toby offered to go in hia slesd. 
The Lieu enant then pur -ties.— • After moat 
anxious! awaiting his reujrn for an hour, 
he came back full gallop to inform me that 
tie had found the boat; that sh»> had been 
at eked; and that be bad learned this pain- 
u intelligence from the uuide and the other 
Aiab, v.i 0 wete now alone briaging her 
down the river. Forty or fifty men had 
collected on the bank! on each side of the 
nver, armed with musk e La, and commenc- 
ed their attack by throwing stones at the 
boat, and filing iuto the water close to her 
and after they thua rerrifiad the man, Uwy 
all waded into the river, seised upon bar. 
and ciogged her to the shore. Lyacomb, 
who drew a piatol, waa knocked into tbe 
w iter by a blow of a stick; and having 
got the boat on the ahore, they robbed the 
man of al! their arms and amunition, took 
their huts, and let them go. They also 
robbed the two Arab* of their aims, and of 
most of their clothes, and thtsatened to kUl 
LMaV, but let thsm off with x b*atiug.~ 
This was all the intelligence we could ob- 
tain, end, as may b« supposed, I waa ihun- 
deistnuk by tbe recital of these melancholy 
fact* I ho guide and the other Arab had 
r. mained by the boat for half an hour, 
hoping thai our men wodd return; but see- 
ing noihnij; more of thru, they concluded 
that they had endeavored to fellow me, and 
accordingly they proceeded down the rive- 
with the boat.' 

The pa; iy were now iu a critical post- 
tion surrounded on all aide* by bands of 
notor ous plunderer*, snd darkness coming 
on, added SO which, anxiety a* to the fate of 
the missing men, rendered the Lieutenant 
truly rnieersble. Ii seemed wuel to aban. 
don tbem, but the only chance of aafely 
anc succor lay in reaching Jericbo as epasd. 
ily as possible. 'Hie two natives who had 
brought the boat down were with aiuch dif- 
ficulty pntruaded to take her on to the 
castle, and in case of tha non-arrival of the 
party, to make their way from tbenaa to 
Jerusalem, and report their position to the 
consul. The Lieutenant, with Toby and 
an old man aa gu.de and driver of tha ani. 
mala, then tut fr> ward; and notwiiiataj 
ng the difficulties of the grwind, and a

diculatly to the height of 1200 or 1600 
feet, and only in one little gap was there 
any sign of vegetation; a drearier scene 
could scarcely be imagined. Sounding* 
were taker, three tunes, the deepest being 
225 faiboina, and the least 173 fathoms, 
the lead brought up rock-salt, and dark 
colored mud. 'On the second day,' con- 
tinue* the narative, 'at eleven o'clock, we 
got sight of the tent, and at twelve we 1 each 
ed the shore, quite done up, and ihankful 
for having escaped, which none of us ex- 
pected to do the night before. Everything 
in ihe boat was covered with n nasty slimy 
subi ance; iron wa-> dreadfully corroded, 
and looked as if covered in pitches with 
coal lar, and the effect of IM --»ali spray 
upon ourselves, by lying upon the akin, and 
getting into the eye.*, nose, and mouth, pro- 
duced constant thirst and drowainea*. and 
look away all appetite. 

•As 10 the alleged destructive effect of the 
Dead Sea on birds flying over its surfure, 
we killed tome which were actually attind 
ing in (he water; and on Saturday, while 
in the veiy centre of the sea, I three times 
taw ducks, or some other towl, fly past us 
within shot. I sew no signs, however, of 
fish. 01 of any living thing in the water, 
slthough there were many shell* nn the 
bench. I must here mention a curions 
bioad strip of foam which appealed to lie 
:n a ■traight line, nearly north and south, 
throughout the whole length of the aea. It 
did not commence, as might be supponed, 
at the exit of the Jordan, but aome milea to 
the westward, and it seemed 10 be conaUni- 
ly bubbling and in motion, likn a stream 
that runa rapidly tnrough a lake of still 
water; while nearly over this while trsck, 
during both the nights that we were on the 
water, we observed j*j the sky a white atreak 
like a cloud, extending also in a stra ght 
line from north to south, and an far as the 
eye could Masts.' 

Just aftei starting die next day to return 
to Jeiicho, tbe party saw a horseman at a 
distance galloping towards ihetn, and at 
lime* firing a pistol; and we can (.ynipatliiae 
with the leader's 'inexpressible delight that 
it proved to be the consul's janizary, with a 
letter to tell me that tbe three lost men had 
reached Tiberias in safety; he brought me 
also a moat kind letter from Capt. Symonds, 
enclosing a copy of ihe account that thev 
had given him of their adventurea. It 
would be a mere waste of words to state mv 
joy at these tidings.' The boat waa carrier! 
back to the coast, and on the 12th of Sep 
tember Lieutenant Molyneux found hinnelf 
once more on boaru the Spartan. And 
until more accurate information shall be 
obtained, we may consider thai the que*, 
tion, •• to ue nature of the Jordan, i* an 
* we red. 

We wish we could clow our narrative 
here, but it ia necessary, however painful.

Sorrow and tears are in the 
world's cup. Sin has awept awav all par 
adiaean matter, and the world is bowed un. 
der iu curse. Still one thing remains as it 
was. God mercifully spared one token of 
the innocent World; and that the dearest, to 
be a symbol forever of the primal love. — 
And this is nmnage. This one flower of 
Psradise is blooming yet in the desert of 
sin.— Rtv.

On ihei coming along- 
side, the captain ordered the boarding-net- 
ting to he put up lound the ship, and would 
no: allow more than ten on board ai a 
time, but just as thu trade hid c 
an Indian waa detected cutting 
ing netting with a knife in order to get on 
boaid. On being detected, tie instantly 
jumped into one of tbe canoes which ware 
alongside, and made his escti^. Tbe cap 
tain then, turning lound, bade the chiefs to 
call him back. The chiefs .miled and said 
nothing, which irritated the captain, and 
he immediately laid hold ol two of die 
chief-, and threatened to hang them up tin 
less they caused the delinquent to be brought 
ba< k to be punished. The moment the 
chiefs were seized, all the Indians fled Mai 
the ship in consternation. The chief* 
weia kept on board utt night with a nu«iiI 
over them.
